claim to fame isn't that he was 
typical of his countrymen but that 
he won and helii their confidence 
in spite of it. 


Lincoln went from a log cabin 
to the White House, truly repre- 
senting the hopes and ambitions of 
the average man. But while in 
many respects the greatest of all 
presidents Lincoln devoted his life 
to a relatively narrow front—law 
and politics.

Washington, Jan. 17 —(/P)— The 
administration was reported relia- 
bly today as about ready to ask 
:ongrcss for almost $8,000,000,000 
n payroll taxes next year to fi- 
innco a vastly expanded social se- 
curity program that, would include 
government 
payment 
of doctor 
bills. 


This would be more than double 


the $3,250,000,000 now collected an- 
uially for the present limited cov- 
erage old nge and survivors in- 
surance and 
for 
unemployment 
compensation. 


Now President Truman is pro- 


posing health and disability insur- 
ance, and expansion and liberali- 
zation of present old age benefits 
and unemployment compensations. 


The 
administration 
is expected 


to ask for a six per cent social 
security tax — probably 3 per cent 
to be collected from that part of 
an employed person's pay up to 
$4,800 (this would make the maxi- 
mum 
pay 
envelope 
tax $144 


against a present top, of $30,), and 
probably a similar 3 per cent from 
his boss' payroll. 


Later, when the health insurance 
program gets in full swing 
the 


tax will become higher — a de- 
termination has not been 
made, 


but maybe around 4 per cent each 
against employe and employer. 


(Social security taxes now are 1 
per cent on that part of an employed 
person's' income up to $3,000, or a 
top of $30 a year. The employer 
matches each worker's tax. In ad- 
dition the employer pays an un- 
employment compensation tax thai 
averages out at about 1 1-2 per 
cent. The employe docs not pay 
anything into the 
unemployment 


fund. The security taxes arc en 
tircly 
separate 
from

and corporate income taxes).
